them, got over them and in them, ſo that th: Te death and 
ſin chen entered into Man and VVoman, for (in brings death, 
and then it came to bea body in Man and VVoman ; and {a 
from that, all tranſgreſſion aroſe, and the Original ſia in Man 
and VVoman ; ſo the Devil was the beginning of it, in Man and 
VVoran, and not God ; and ſo this Death reigned in man and 
woman from eAdam, the entring of it by tranſgreſſion until 
the Law came, which reſtrained man and woman from fin, and 
ſo from that that brought death, ſo thar death ſhould not reign , 
but the Law of God, which was added becauſe of tranſgreſhon;

And though 
the Law made nothing perfect, not taking away the root of (in, 
but ng hold upon the a&tions ; but Chriſt who deſtroyed 
dcath with his works, takes aWay the root of ſin,-and deſtroys 
the teginning of it, ro wir, the Original, the Devil, that abode 
not in the '] ruth himſelf, who led man and woman out of 
ruth : and fo to be like him in his Image, and not like God in 
Ins Image, and therefore Chriſt who deſtroyed the Devil, renaws 
man again inthe Image of God. And. now all men thar be. in 
the Image of the-Devil, out WY Ne ofthe lnage of God 
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they are them that make AE Likeneſſes, Repreſentations 
of things in Heaven, of things in the Earth, and of things in the 
VVaters, above and-below. $5 theſe are all (I ſay) Imita- 
tors of* the- Creator, and of the Maker of all things in the 
Heaven, in the Earth, in the,Sea; and in the VVarcrs, above and 
below, though they do not worſhip them ; and this is forbidden 
both to worthip and to make them. And therfotc all Freinds 
and People plucs down your Images, your Lik:nzfes, your 
PiRures, and your Repreſentations of things in Heaven, things 
in the Earth, and things inthe Waters ;. I lay pluck them our 
of your Houſes, VValls and Signs, or other places, that none of 
you be: found Immitators of his Creator, whom you ſhould 
Serve-and-VVorthip ; and not ob/erve the idle lazy mind, that 
would go invent and” make things like a Creator and Maker, 
afything' (I ſay.) that is in Heaven, the Earth, or in the Wa- 

ter$above'or below. 'For mind; while man was in the Image of 
God, andhis likeneſs; and the woman, they did not make any 

Likeneſfſes, or Images of things in Heaven, or Farth, or VVater. 

But when man loſt this Image of God, then they did begin to 

make ſuch-things, 45 the ſtock of N_ In- Ninos his-tire, 

then they began to make Tinages of their Children, and indulge 

- them that would worſhip them ; and ſo afterwards ſet them up- 
by a Law, their Images and Likeneſſes to be worſhiped, and at: 
laſt they worſhiped four-footed- Beaſts, as you may {ce inthe 

Romans, and'creeping things. 

So when Hoſes came, Images were fo: bidden, the Maker 
and the VVorſhiper, andwhen Chriſt came beings people in- 
to the Image of Godard his likeneſs, as manwas i the ag 
ing. Ando the Jews that did foriake the Law-of God ; ſee how 
they did run after es, Stargazers, and monthily Prognoſti= 
cators, Which was forbidden by the oc of. _ > the- 
Apoſtles which brought up people into the Image of God, above: 
oo true Figures, ar v4 yonany and Tipes of Chriſt the- 
Subſtance ; which the Jews it their time, with their Tipes, and' 
Shaddows, and Figures of Chriſt; was to ſtand: over all the: 
Heathen Images, fikeneſſes and Gods that they had made ; 
but Chriſt he ends the-true Figures and Shaddows, and the: 
Apoſtle preacht rhem down, not only the Gentiles Images, and: 
Hikeneſſes, but the trac Tipes and Figures ob. Chriſt: Jelus ; = 
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they preacht upthe Subſtance, Chriſt Jeſus. Bur now ſince the 
Apoſtles dayes, Are ye like Chriſtians that go under the name ? 
ſce what Images, Likenefſes, Repreſentations, what an Eoſt, or 
a Mulritude they have made, by which they have almoſt filled 
Chriſt-ndom 3 yea, many adores them. They mace Images of 
God, they mad: Images of Chriſt, of the Apc#es and Prophets, 
and them they call their Saints ; yea and et them in their 
Books, their Bibles, their Sign-polts, and in their Houſes, 
ſince they have jolt the Image of God as was in th? Apoſtles 
dayes among the primative Chriſtians ; an therefor? ſee what 
dark ſpirit hath (er up here anong Chriſtians, fuch rhings as 
were fo:bidd:n by the Law and: Go'pel, fo'that there was no 
{mage before the tall, nor Likeneſs, no: Repreſentacion ; in 
the tall thre hath been, and is, and was among the Jews 
when they went trom the Law of God.

the Waters under the earth : and, thou ſhalt not bew down ts 
them, nor ſerve them. Now they that ace brought out of ſpi- 
ritual Fgypr, that Houſe of bondage, can neither make Images 
nr Likeneſſes, nor worſhip them ; bur the ſpiritual Egype as 
th: o1tward Eg ypt doth. Neither ſhall ye make Gods of {uyer, 
nor Gods of gold. Now you that make Gods and Chriſts of 
bread and wine, end make your pitures of Chrilt of gold and 
Qlver, you are the ſpiritual Egyptians and in the houſe of bon- 
dage, which rhey that come out of your houſe of bondage, and 
Four ſpirit»al Egypt, utterly deny them. 

And the Lord faid in Exod. 23. Te ſhal take heed to all things 
that I ſay unto you ; ye ſhall make no mention of th: names of 
aber Gods ; mark, neuber ſhall it be heard out cf thy manth. $5 
here all Gods, but the livinz God, was not to be out: of 
the mouth of his people, nor to be made mention of ; and they 
are ſuch as bear his Image. Ye ſhall overthrow their Alters, and 
breaktheir Images to peices, and cut down their Groves. So all 
that live in the power of God, that be rhe true Chriſtians in 
the Imageof God, breakes down that nature in them that apper-= 
tained to Inc and ouward' Alters. Far the Jews were to 
break down the Heathens, but the true Chriſtians break' down 


both Jews and Heathens by rhe power of God, and that nature - 


appertains to either of rhem.. T hos ſhalt maks thee no. Ged of 
mettals. Here the Lord forbids it, among rhe Jews, in that 
CExed,. 2.4.) Therfore, is it not forbid among the Chriſtians ? 
And why do you make your Pitures afſitver and of gold,. of 
Gad, and Crucifixes of - Chriſt : do not -you-adore rhem,-and 
reve:eace them, and bow down to them ? yea to the Images of 
the Apolties which you made, who -do- not bow down to the 
Image of God ; and do bow to the Image, and do not bow to 
the Image of Chriſt Jeſus which the Prophets. and Apoſtles:

For, do not you ſet up Images of Crolles, 
Imazes of ſton: in your laid, which are forbidden by the Law 
of God, an4 muckrmore by the Goſpel ? 
And in Numbers. 33. ch. 7 has ſaith the Lord to the chillren of 
Iſrael : when they come unto the land of Canaan, they ſhould - des 
roy all their puttnres, and break in ſunder all thuw Images of 
mettals, and pluck. down their bigh places. And now the Jews 
that were ditobedient to God, they worſhip the Pictures, and 
Images of metral;, like the Chriſtians, that are diſobedicnt 
to the Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus, who kneel betore the Imare of 
Metrals and Pitu:e, which is forbidden. 

And ſo in Dcut.. 4. When the Lord ſpake unto the Chi!. 
dren of ſrael by Moſes ſaying, T ake good heed to your ſelves (for 
you ſaw no Image m1 the day of the Lord ſpeaking to you in Hoteb, 
aut of the mid-fof the fire ) that ye corrupt not your ſelves, and 
make graven Images, or Repreſentations of any figure, whether 
it be the likenef 7 Male or Female, the lthenefS of Beaſts on the 
Earth, the likeneſs of the feathered Fowles, the likenef of any 
thing that creeps upon the Earth, the likenefs of ary thing that: 
is inthe Waters, leſt thou lift up thy eye to. Heaven, and ſee the 
Sun, Moon and Stars, with all the boaſt of Heaven, and ſhalt be 
driven to worſhip them, which the Lord thy God hath deſtri-- 
buted to all people under the whole Heaven. So here it-is clear, 
Gods kand is fuil againſt all Images, and likeneſſes of any 
thing in Peaven; in the Earth, and in the Waters, leſt they 
ſhould be driven t5 worſhip them, or adore them. But all ſuch: 
things are tobe b oken down by the Jews ; and what, man 
they now be ſet up by.the Chriſtians, and adored and worſhip- 
ed ? yea, the Images of the Apoſtles, Angels, and Chriſt, and 
God, which all by rtie power of God the: Goſpel, is judged 
down among the true Chriſtians, as the Law of God did among 
che Jews, for to convince the Jews. /oſes ſaid, they ſaw 10. 
Image when the Lard ſpake” to them. ovt of t e fire. 

And if Dent. 5. There you may ſee how it is contrary to the- 
Law and Covenant of God to make Images, .graven-Images; 
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or Likeneſſes, or. other Gods of any thing+in Peaven, in the 
Earth, and in the Waters. And none ſhould bow down them 
ſelves, nor worthip them, nor ſerve 'them. And doth not Chri 
ſtendom ſerve Images, Likenefſes,” and Repreſentatigns, and 

w down tothem, which they made with their own hands. 

God forbad the Jews to marry with them that made Images, 
and ſerved other gods. Dentr. 7. For Gods wrath was hor 
again(t them rhat ſerved Images and other gods, and therefore 
toſtop his wrath, they were neither to make other gods nor 
Images, but cur them down and burn them with tire . So the 
nature of ail Chriſtians that invent Images, Likenefſes and 
Repreſentations of God, or Ch.ilt, or Prophers, or Apoſtles, 
muſt be burnt w.th fire and cut down with the Sword of the 
Spirit for the hre. 

And in Dent. 9. Where you may ſee the Jews had tranſgreſt 
the Law of God, and made a Calte which they had molten of the 
Jewels and treaſures that rhey had brought out of Egypr, and 
therefo.e take heed all ye Chriſtians that are come our ot ſpiritu- 
al Egype that the —-" you bring out of ſpiritual Eg 9pt with 
you, yoa donot makea God of it at laſt. But ſee what Moſes did, 
the Lord ſent him, and bad him go quickly unto the Children 
of Iſrael, fer they had corrupted their aayes with making 
4 molten Image. And therefore ſaid the Lord, they were a ſtiff 
necked people, let me alone that I may diſtroy them, and put 
ahcir name 0:1t from under Heaven., And to conlider all ye 
Chritians, have you not corrupted your wayes that hath made 
Images and Likeneſles, and your molten Images, do you think 
your name will alwayes itand under Heaven ! and do you think 
the Lord will not bring deltruction upon that nature and .,wiſ- 
dome which hath invented them. And as e Heſes ſtampr to 
powder that molren Ima7e rhat the outward Jews had made 
to worſhip ; will not Chriſt Jeſus _ to powder your 
Images withihis Power and Seed ? whith you have made and 
wor(hipt and adored. and not on.y your Images but the nature 
;jn you which invented them, an holds rhem up ? 

\T hen ſhalt ſet the up 10 Pillar, which thing the Lord thy God 
bhateth, Det 16. Do you regard the Lord that ſer up ſuch 
things and love ſuch things ? do not you love that that God 
bateth ? and; how can you but greive the Lord ? and ſo bring 
his wrath upon you ; Look

For did not the Philiſtines 
car:y Sanls head, and publiſh through out rheir Idols Temple, 
and ſo thought their Images and their Idols got them victory. 
And do not you place much upop your Imayes, and ſay that 
have fond miracles by your Images and Pictures, and 
yer are called Chriſtians, Now David and his Men burnt the 
Images of the Philiftines. How can. you profeſs David, and 
ſing his Pſalms who- ſer up makers of Images, and would 
have others to do-the like. For David ſaith, The 1dols of the 
Heath:ns are ſilver and gold, the work. of mens hands : and they 
have eares and bear not, they have mouths and ſpeak. not, eyes and 
ſee not , and there i no breath in them, and they that make them 
are likes unto them, ſo are all that truſt in them.

#he Enemy hall pi.r/ae bim. And therefore conlidec you called 
Chr ſtians theſe things, who have 'made 1dols of your lilvey 
and of your gold, think you not that the Eremy will purſue: 
you, who caſt off things that are good, who have forgotreg 

our ma'cer and built many Temples and not mind that your 
bodice are the Temples of the Living God. . 

Hoſ. 10. Iſrael is an emptyvine, they have made fair Images, 
their hearts are devided, now ball they be found faulty, he sball 
break down thiir Alters; be sball deſtroy their Images, So conli- 
der all ye called Chriſtians what an erapty vine you are, and:

And the Apoſtl: commands in Ads 15. That the Gentiles 
who were converted ſhould abſtain from Idols and from fornicats- 
on, cc. And therefore conlider, you that arecalled Chriſtians, 
you are here judged by the Apoſtle, who ſet up houſes for For- 
nication, and follow Idols, and Images, and do not abſtain from 
them, you are Tranſgreflors of th: Apoſtles Ordinance, 

eAchs 19. There. you may ſee your own brethren, what 
rage they were in, at; the Ciry Epheſus, that worſhipt Diana, 
and what a noiſe made thoſe- Image-makers againſt the Apo- 
ſtle. And ſo look among your ſelves, what a noiſe you make 
you Craft{-men now, againſt-the Miniſters of the Spirit, that 
preach, and cry down.your Images ani Idols. So the Gentiles 
were to-abſtain from Idols and Fornication, as before, which 
ſhews that you are in the Gentiles nature, not converted, that 
do obſerye them, and follow ſuch things as.they did in their 
unconverted ſtate. 

And Rom. 1. There you may ſee your old Brethren, when 
they knew God, they did not glorify him as God : who turned the 
rruth of God into a lye, and worſhipped and ſerved: the Creature 
more than the Creator, who 1s God bleſſed for ever. And.ſo now 
this is your. condition, who profeſs your felves to be wiſe, but 
are-fools ; for what, dont you and your people ſerve Images, 
and Pictures and, Repreſentations more than you do the Cre- 
a:or ; For you are not come ſo far as to abhor. Idols, and tho 
you ſay in.words, asyoudo, as the Heathen, yet you profet- 
nz Chriſtianity doing the fame, you are worte. 

1 Cor. 8. Some make conſcience of an Idol : An Idol ts no- 
thing. And the Corinthians. were not ta eat meat ſacrificed'to 
Idols. And ſo what are all your ſacrifices but to Idols, Images, 
and your Chriſt you make ? And fo, if an Idol be nothing,then 
nothing can do you .no good, and that which ſacirfices and 
offers to it, is- offered to nothing, and ſo all comes to be cot 
founded. And therefore, as in x Cor. 10. both the Sacrificer 
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and the 1dol is not good for any thing but for judgement. And 
What agreement (11 2 Cor. 6.) hath the Temple of God with the 
Idol. So if you were the Temple of God, ihat ate called 
Chriſtians, there would be no agreement with your Pictures, 
Images and Idols, but ſhewing that you have agreement wich 
them, Therefore you are no Temples of God. 

1. Theſ. 1. There its manifeſt, how they were turned from 
Idols to God, to ſerve the liveing God : but now it is manifeſt 
how they are turned from the living God to ſerve Images, 
Piures, Idols and Repreſentations, whereby it denotes you 
are in an unconverted eſtate. 

z Job, 5. The Apoſtle ſaith, Litele Children keep your ſelves 
from Idols : in his general Epiltle to the Church, But you that 
call your ſelves Ghriſtians have forgot this command, or at 
leaſt laid it aſide and command your people to keep to your 
Images, Pictures, Idols and Repreſentations, and call. them 
your Lay-mens Boks and therfore you are quite degenera- 
ted from Jobns Doftrine and command here, who command 
your people to keep Idols, whereas Fohn commands to keep 
from them. : 

And Revel. 2. There you may ſee, There were ſomb that 
laid ſtumbling-blocks that taught the Doitrine of Balaam, and 
to eat meats Sacrificed to Idols, and to. commit fornication, and 
therfore conſider, is, not this the condition of you Papiſts ? are 
not you in Balazms reward ? are not you in your Idols, and 
fornication, elſe what do you do with all thoſe Brothel 
Houſes 

And Revel. g. There you ſee ſuch as were ſo hardned, that 
did not repent of the works of their hands, that worſhipt the 
Devil, Idols of- gold,, filver, braſs, ſtone aud wood, which 
neither could hear, (ee, nor go, and theſe God brought his 

lagues upon, and ſuch repented not of their ſorcery, mur- 
ter. fornication, and thefr. And ſo look into- your own neſt, 
and there you may find all theſe fruits, and it is well if this 
doth not fall out that many will periſh. in theſe fruits and 
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ſo for you that have followed the Beajt, as in Revel. 1 3. 

and his Image and made all ſmall and great, poor and rich, fy 
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2:4 free teveceive bis mark, Gcc. and ſo keep them [from Gods 
mark and {mage to follow your Images and therefore coplidet 
what will be the end, whether the Beaff, rhe Dragon, | the 
Whore, and the fa'ſe Propher, muſt be caſt into the. fre rhat 
burns with, brimftone, which hath been the ground theſe 
Images, Idols, Pi&turts and .Repreſentations which $e out of 
the Image of God that make them, that ſet them! up, that

Solomon by taking ſtrang Women' of che Heathen to be his 
Wives, tranſgreſt the Law of Marriage which was inſtituted by 
Aoſes ; inwhich Law God forbad to-marry with forraign' Naz 
tions. And before all this he chanced to lin and default in (Ne 
obſervation of the Law, ar ſuch time as he made the ſinnili:ndes 
of Beaſts to underprop-the Vellels called the Great Sea, and 
thoſe of Lyons' which he cauſed to be fer unto his Throne,
